Non-Motorized Transportation Snapshot Report

CMAP staff and project manager, Lindsay Bayley, will present on the Non-Motorized Transportation
Snapshot Report. This report is being developed as one in a series of reports on regional trends and
current conditions, and will help define further research needs for future plan phases. The report
will compare conditions and practice in our region for bicycling and walking and highlight changes
between 2010 and now.

4.1 Lincoln Hub (Lakeview Chamber of Commerce, City of Chicago)
Lee Crandell, Executive Director of the Lakeview Chamber of Commerce, will present on the
“Lincoln Hub,” an intersection and place-making project at the intersection of Lincoln, Wellington,
and Southport Avenues in the City of Chicago aimed at providing safer, more comfortable, more
inviting space for pedestrians to traverse and linger. The project combines traffic calming, pedestrian
improvements, and public art to create a memorable focal point along an important commercial and
entertainment corridor in the Lakeview neighborhood.

4.2 CMAQ Project Evaluation - Bicycle Level of Stress Analysis
At the March 2016 Task Force meeting, CMAP staff presented on the agency’s work developing the
Bicycle Switching Model. Responding to Task Force input on the model and a suggestion to
investigate a Bicycle Level of Stress approach as an alternative way to better understanding the
potential for proposed CMAQ projects to bring about mode shift, staff CMAP staff undertook
research and development of a Level of Stress metric to be used in place of the Bicycle Level of
Service metric in the Bicycle Switching Model. CMAP staff (Aaron Brown) will present on this
research and potential tool, and its application in CMAQ programming.
